of the artificial sequence. This objection is somewhat incomprehensible since the artificial 
sequence as defined in the Sequence Listing simply is an artificial peptide of the 
particular amino acids recited in the sequence and need not be from any particular 
source, genetic or othenA^ise. As stated in the specification of the present application, the 
present peptides are artificial peptides which are utilized as therapeutic compounds in the 
treatment of impaired behavioral and interpersonal disorders. 

In light of the above, Applicants' counsel telephoned the Sequence Listing office 
and was told that a description that the present sequences as peptide sequences that 
were "designed to achieve therapeutic effects in mammals" would be sufficient to 
overcome the objection, and thus Applicants have amended the sequence listing in this 
manner and have made other minor changes as appropriate. 

Accordingly, Applicants submit that the present application is now in compliance 
with Sequence Listing requirements, and should there be any additional questions 
regarding the Sequence Listing, Applicants request that the sequence examiner contact 
the undersigned counsel by telephone to more efficiently resolve any other outstanding 
questions.
